GM’s January Retail Sales Drop 


Set for Friday in Akron; AMA Estimates January Output at 223,100 


Resumption of operations in Chrysler 
divisions, plus speeded operations in 
other plants, will boost car and truck 
production in the U. S. and Canada to 
58,987 units the current week, according 
to ADN estimates. The total compares with a revised 
figure of 46,697 units in the previous week and 70,275 
units in the corresponding week of 1937. 

With 20,852 units scheduled, General Motors’ group 
total holds steady the current week, ending Feb. 12, and 
compares with 20,292 for the previous week. In the corre- 
sponding week of last year, GM operations were stilled 
by sit-down strikes. Of this week’s total, Chevrolet figures 
on about 15,000 units; Buick plans 2,702; Oldsmobile 
about 1,750; Pontiac around 900 and Cadillac-LaSalle 500.
